F. Dorn ­ 
blaser gav e a graphic talk on his per­ 
sonal observ ation s and experiences dur­ 
ing the civ il war. 
T he society hav e 
subscribed an amoun t of fifty dollars 
an n ually toward the support of the 
Dement Town Mission Sun day school, 
and it was for the raisin g of this 
amount th a t the en tertain men t was 
planned. 
The church was v ery tastefully and 
appropriately decorated with draped 
and grouped flags an d stacked army 
muskets. 
Rev . Dorn blaser v . as greeted by a 
house filled with atten tiv e listeners 
who expressed their 
satisfaction all 
through the ev en ing by murmurs of ap­ 
plause of both the lecturer and the 
excellent music furnished by the choir. 
The en tertain m en t could scarcely 
be 
called a lecture, howev er, as the term 
is gen erally considered, for it was not 
a 
continuous, 
connected 
discourse. 
Some twen ty large crayon sketches had 
been prepared, some of them by Rev . 
Dorn blaser’s own han d and the others 
un der his direction. 
They were all 
exceptionally well executed and would 
hav e been an en tertain men t in th e m ­ 
selv es. 
Before displayin g the pictures, the 
speaker gav e a brief estimate of the 
war, the n umber of enlistmen ts and 
deaths on each side, together with the 
costs, not only in money. bun in other 
thin gs of v astly more 
v alue 
than 
money. 
The 
stirrin g 
song, 
“ Marchin g 
Through Georgia ” was sung in chorus, 
after which iiev . Dornblaser held up 
for inspection and described differen t 
war relics,some of them his own ,others 
loaned for the occasion. 
Among them 
was a belt buckle picked up on a bat­ 
tle field: a walking stick, cut from the 
grov e in Dev il's Den, in the end of 
which is imbedded a bullet from a 
sharp shooter's rifle; a sword: a rev ol­ 
v er, one of the kind made for business: 
an eight shot carbin e such as the 
cav alrymen carried; a pair of saddle 
hags:oneof the pin cushions made by the 
n orthern girls and sent to the soldiers 
and a bible carried through th e war 
by a comrade. 
T akin g a sword for an in dicator, 
Rev . Dornblaser turn ed to his pictures, 
which were arran ged on an easel, and 
as.one after an other was displayed he 
spoke of the incidents depicted and in 
an easy flowing speech told story after 
story of the war, giv ing both its hum ­ 
orous and pathetic side. 
Here was the 
Sev en th 
P e n n s jlv m ia 
Cav alry, of 
which he was a member, startin g f~om 
Harrisburg, each member with enough 
baggage on his horse to start hojse- 
keeping. 
An other was Gen eral < irant, 
and the speaker told of his early life, 
his en listmen t and first battles, his 
difficulties and after successes. 
“ A 
gran d and glorious man: none ran k in 
war like this man, an d none in peace.” 
Here was a camp scene, and the cord- 
wood drill was described, the pun ish­ 
men t of disobedient soldiers. 
An ac­ 
count of a foraging trip and brush 
with 
Morgan 's 
gorillas 
was 
full 
of 
excitement. 
T h e 
battle 
of 
Stone Riv er was described at some 
lenght. 
It was just at this time th a t 
the Emancipation Proclamation was 
issued and it was here th a t he learn ed 
th a t the rebbels would fight. T h e feel­ 
ings of the soldiers as they held their 
prayer meetin g in the woods on the 
ev e of battle was best described by the 
song, “.Just before the battle m o th er,” 
which was sung by the choir, the solo 
being carried by Mr. Philp. 
A n ight 
scene in camp was shown and the song, 
“ Ten tin g on the old camp groun d,” 
giv en by the choir. 
These beautiful 
songs n ev er fail to touch the heart. 
Then followed one of the amusin g in ci­ 
dents. 
A Presbyterian elder assisted 
by a Lutheran are makin g short work 
of a nice fat porker which strayed too 
n ear the camp, and as the speaker e x­ 
pressed it, “ Sweeter meat nev er parsed 
the lips of mortal m an .” An other song, 
“ John n y comes marchin g home,” fol­ 
lowed Miss Carrie Smith san g the air 
with much expression. A plan of the 
Andersonv ille prison was shown and the 
horrors of prison life depicted. “ Tramp, 
tramp, tramp, the boys are m archin g,” 
wa* then sung by the choir. 
An in ter­ 
esting description of the capture of 
.Jefferson Dav is was giv en by the speak­ 
er, he being one the force which went 
on the expedition. 
A picture was 
shown of Lincoln when a young man 
going down the riv er on a flat boat. 
This was the time th a t he made his de­ 
termin ation to do all in his power to 
crush slav ery. 
T he last picture, Lincoln as 
presi­ 
dent, brought forth a rin gin g applause 
from the audience. 
All then arose and 
sang in chorus, “ My Country, 
’tis of 
T hee .” 
It was a most satisfactory en tertain ­ 
men t in ev ery way and netted the so­ 
ciety about thirty-fiv e dollars abov e 
expenses.

Th e fo llo w ing is part o f th e sy no psis 
printed by th e Milto n (W is.) Jo urnal o f 
an excellent address by President Wh it- 
fo rd o f Milto n co llege befo re th e farm ­ 
ers’ co nventio n at a recent meeting at 
Milto n. 
It co ntains so me very lucid 
statements o f mo ney and o f th e po wer o f 
go vernments to fix value: 
First.— Two separate and distinct val­ 
ues are assigned to mo ney , o ne being 
th e intrinsic o r market value o f th e ar­ 
ticle used; th e o th er rh e legal o r face 
value, indicated by th e stamp o r device 
pressed upo n th e article. 
In so me well 
kno wn instances wh at 
is 
po pularly 
called mo ney h as o nly o ne o f th ese 
values. 
Seco nd.—Th e co mmo n practice o f 
tribes and natio ns in selecting such a r­ 
ticles o r co mmo dities fo r mo ney is to 
ado pt two kinds o r grades o f th em, o ne 
h aving greater m arket value acco rding 
to its weigh t, fo r use iu tin* larger ex 
ch anges in trade; th e o th er h aving lesser 
value, fo r th e smaller exch anges. 
Th is 
practice furnish es th e first essential co n­ 
ditio n fo r a sy stem o f bimetallism. 
T h ird.—Only th at mo ney is basic and 
widely and permanently used wh ich is 
made o f precio us metals, very generally 
go ld and silver. 
Oth er and perish able 
co mmo dities are finally abando ned o r 
h eld red eem a b le in th ese metals. 
F o urth .-•T h e market value o f th ese 
metals, no t th eir face value, co nstitutes 
th e o riginal and co ntinuo us quality by 
reaso n o f wh ich th ey are almo st univer­ 
sally accepted as basic o r primary mo n­ 
ey. 
Go vernment o r custo m can add a 
quality , no t inh erent, but tempo rary , 
to such metals and o th er articles used as 
a medium o f exch ange. 
But th e real 
measure th us declared to be effective 
and lasting must be th e o ne establish ed 
by th e laws o f trade, no t by th e edicts o f 
go vernment. 
F ifth .— Go vernment itself canno t fix 
o r co ntro l th e market value o r price o f 
any metal o r o th er co mmo dity , wh eth er 
used as mo ney o r in th e practical arts. 
So it canno t make flat mo ney and co m­ 
pel th e peo ple to circulate it a great 
length o f time as mo ney o f any so rt. 
Sixth .— Any co ins o r o th er mo ney 
wh o se m arket value is less th an th eir 
face value alway s so o n expel fro m cir­ 
culatio n all co ins o r o th er mo ney wh o se 
market value is greater acco rding to 
th eir weigh t, unless th e fo rmer are re­ 
d e e m a b le in th e latter. Wh enever a co in 
sh o ws even a sligh t inferio rity o f its 
market value to its face value, it tends 
at o n ce to cro wd o ut o f use even a co in 
w h o se two values arc equivalent. 
Seventli.—Go ld h as been ado pted by 
th e principal civilized natio ns as pri­ 
mary mo ney o r th e standard o f values 
because o f its greater market value, its 
less weigh t fo r a given sum o f mo ney 
and its least fluctuatio n in market value 
o f any o f th e precio us metals. 
E igh th .—(Mins 
like 
silver, 
wh o se 
m arket value is less th an th eir fact» val­ 
ue, can be kept circulating at th e same 
time w ith go ld co ins even in so mewh at 
large amo unts o nly by being redeem­ 
able in th e same deno minatio ns with 
th e go ld. 
Th e same is true o f paper 
m o n ey , wh ich h as no aj preciable m ar­ 
ket value. 


W e y le r ’» P a p e r P ro m ise» . 
Our “ Greenbaekers” sh o uld rejo ice 
o ver th e fact th at ano th er pajier mo ney 
experiment is being tried. “ If greenbacks 
put do wn th e rebellio n in th e United 
States, w h y sh o uldn’t th ey pro ve effect­
